AN AXMINSTER family is in temporary 
accommodation for a second time to allow 
repairs to their new-build home. 

Adam Sheldon and Jessica Michael bought their 
house in Brewer Avenue, Cloakham Lawns, off-plan 
from Bovis Homes and moved in in December 2014. 

They immediately noticed faults, including a hole 
in the floor by the patio door and a stairwell frame 
that did not fit. 

A Bovis Homes customer care manager visited the 
following month and made a list of ‘snags’. 

The couple and their young son moved in to tem¬ 
porary accommodation in April 2015 so the problems 
could be fixed. 

Returning a month later they were still not satis¬ 
fied, the ground floor’s unevenness being a particu¬ 
lar problem. 

Adam and Jessica say they made their concerns 
clear to Bovis Homes but agreed to move back in be¬ 
cause Jessica was heavily pregnant. 

Having settled after the arrival of their second 
child, they asked Bovis Homes in August 2015 to 
come back and deal with the problems. 

But they claim nothing happened, so the couple 
contacted the National House Building Council 
(NHBC) in February this year. 


The NHBC duly despatched an inspector, who pro¬ 
duced a 30-page resolution report in July and asked 
for action on 13 items including the lounge floor, 
gaps around kitchen windows, realignment of 
kitchen doors and loose slabs. 

Part of the report said: “The absence of sealant 
leaves areas of the property vulnerable to water and 
insect infiltration. 

“The living room floor undulates and is poorly 
laid. 

“Walking over the floor it is apparent that there is 
a large ridge in the surface.” 

Adam’s father Brian is a builder by trade and de¬ 
scribed the floor as “a skateboarder’s dream” and 
added: “I spend more time here checking things than 
anywhere else.” 

Jessica said: “Thankfully we have someone with 
knowledge.” 

The couple moved in to temporary accommodation 
again in mid-November and expect to be there until 
at least mid-December. 

Jessica said: “I wish we had never bought a new 
build. I’m so angry about it. 

“If they offered to buy the house back, so we would 
never have to deal with Bovis again, I’d bite their 
hand off 

A spokesperson for Bovis Homes said: “Delivering 
excellent customer service is an absolute priority for 
us and we apologise to any customer who believes 
they have not received the high quality of finish and 
aftercare that our staff strive to deliver.

“Out of respect for customer confidentiality we do 
not publicly comment on the details of individual 
home purchases, but we have been working closely 
with these customers and our contractors to carry 
out the outstanding works, and we will continue to 
do so to ensure the highest quality home is deliv¬ 
ered. 

“This is particularly disappointing as Cloakham 
Lawns is one of our most popular locations in the 
South West, with positive feedback and a high satis¬ 
faction rating from residents who have now set-up 
home there. 

“There can, on occasion, be issues with any new- 
build property, but if this occurs we will resolve 
them under the terms of our two-year guarantee, 
and there is also a ten-year buildmark warranty 
from the National House Building Council in place.”

INQUEST VERDICT 

Humiliated husband’s 
suicide after stabbing 


A HUSBAND stabbed his estranged wife at her 
family’s Dalwood home before killing himself and 
her because she’d left him, an inquest heard. 

The bodies of Jane McCartney, 59, and Graham 
McCartney, 63, were found in May 2015 shortly 
after she had decided to end their 40-year mar¬ 
riage. 

During a meeting to discuss financial arrange¬ 
ments of their divorce, he viciously attacked her 
with a knife and stabbed her in the stomach, a 
coroner heard. 

She battled to fight him off but he had locked 
them both in the sitting room of the detached 
£500,000 bungalow in Dalwood. 

The coroner heard that Graham had attached a 
car exhaust to a window in the property which 
filled up with carbon monoxide poisoning that 
eventually killed them both. 

Their bodies were found a short while later by 
a prospective buyer who had been looking 
around the property. 

The couple’s son, George, told the inquest how 
he was concerned his father had been contem¬ 
plating suicide following their break up of their 
long marriage. 

The inquest heard his father sent him a letter 
in the post containing financial details and a note

saying not to go to his grandfather’s house and to 
call the police. 

The note read: “I can’t stand the humiliation 
anymore. “Look after your sister. I’m sorry.” 

The coroner recorded a verdict of suicide for 
Mr McCartney and death by unlawful killing for 
Mrs McCartney. 


Call for more detail on Chancellor’s 
transport and broadband statement 


SOMERSET Chamber of Commerce welcomed 
the Chancellor’s Autumn Statement overall, but 
called for more information about transport and 
broadband infrastructure investments. 

Responding to the statement, Somerset Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce Chief Executive Dale Edwards, 
said: “Following ongoing uncertainty in the wake 
of the EU referendum result, businesses needed 
a clear message from the Chancellor that would 
provide confidence, certainty and inspiration, en¬ 
abling them to grow and develop a robust UK 
economy. 

“Although the Office for Budget Responsibility 
has highlighted revised downward Gross Domes¬ 
tic Product (GDP) figures in anticipation of the 
effects of Brexit, it is encouraging that the pro¬ 
jections, whilst reducing next year, indicated an 
upward trajectory from 2018 onwards.” 

Mr Edwards added: “The announcements by 
the Chancellor regarding investment in trans¬ 
port infrastructure are welcomed, but more in¬ 
formation is needed about where, when and how 
this will be spent, particularly for Somerset and 
the South West, which have been promised road 
and rail improvements in previous budgets that 
have not yet materialised.” 

Broadband speed and connectivity have been 
on the agenda for some time in the Somerset 



business community, and Mr Edwards said: 
“Whilst the broadband funding announcements 
are also very welcome, the government must en¬ 
sure that counties such as Somerset, which has a 
geographically dispersed population and busi¬ 
ness community, are not left behind. 

“There are still too many businesses here that 
are under-connected or not connected at all, and 
particularly given the government’s drive to im¬ 
prove productivity, this must be a priority. 

“Changes such as the increase in the National 
Living Wage, aligning of the employee and em¬ 
ployer National Insurance thresholds, and new 
rules on taxation of employee benefits, all of 
which come into force in April 2017, will be of par¬ 
ticular interest to business owners. 

“The Chancellor’s decision to scrap the Autumn 
Statement and Spring Budget in their current 
form, in favour of a single major fiscal policy 
event per year, is a positive one that will bring 
greater certainty and consistency for busi¬ 
nesses.”

ing with a footprint of up to 45.2me- 
tres x 20.5 metres, a roof height of 10 
metres and stack height of 13 me¬ 
tres. 

Residents were assisted by two 
groups, Frack Free Lyme Regis and 
Turn Lyme Green, in a campaign 
which generated newspaper head¬ 
lines, television coverage and more 
than 400 objections sent to East 
Devon District Council’s (EDDC) 
planning department. 

Tracey West of Frack Free Lyme 
Regis commented on the with¬ 
drawal by saying: “I’m absolutely 
beside myself with excitement. 

“Lots of people spread the word 
‘help’ and that is how the campaign 
got together. 

“It is a victory for people power.” 

Frack Free Lyme Regis member 
Simon West added: “The with¬ 
drawal shows that residents still 
have the power to influence plan¬ 
ning decisions.” 

Turn Lyme Green secretary Polly 
Benfield said: “This is a victory for 
the community and for the hun¬ 
dreds who responded to our call for 
action, sending letters of objection 
to the planners.” 

A Frack Free East Devon 
spokesperson commented: “This 
must be a huge win for the village, 
but it’s also fantastic news for the 
rest of East Devon and West Dorset. 


“The proposed gas fired power sta¬ 
tion would be part of the infrastruc¬ 
ture for the shale industry. Frack 
Free East Devon strongly opposes 
the use of such a controversial tech¬ 
nique that will industrialise our 
countryside.” 

Frack Free Lyme Regis member 
Peonie Rosewood took an active 
part in the campaign, and recalled: 
“It was certainly worth standing 
with all those like-minded people 
who care so much for our beautiful 
countryside. 

“There were more people who felt 
the same, who were unable to be 
with us for the occasion. 

“They were certainly there in 
spirit. Several people passed by and 
cheered in support.” 

Stor Power Ltd is, however, inves¬ 
tigating the possibility of building 
what is known as a battery storage 
solution instead. 

In correspondence with EDDC, a 
company agent wrote: “Having 
given careful consideration to the 
concerns raised by consultees and 
local residents, the applicant has de¬ 
cided to withdraw the current appli¬ 
cation and to investigate the option 
of a battery storage solution at this 
site, as suggested as being prefer¬ 
able by a number of objectors to the 
current scheme.”

Police catch 
50 drivers on 
mobile phone

A WEEK-LONG Devon and Cornwall Police 
campaign against driving and using a mobile 
phone at the same saw almost 50 drivers 
caught. 

The operation was carried out across the 
force area in mid-November, the aim being to 
highlight the dangers of using a handheld 
mobile device while driving, and send a clear 
message at the same time. 

Unmarked police vehicles patrolled the two 
counties, and a total of 48 drivers were 
stopped for using a mobile phone while driv¬ 
ing. 

Numerous other traffic offences were also 
dealt with, including 21 motorists with no in¬ 
surance and 84 stopped for excess speed - 17 
of which were reported to court for speeding 
above 95 mph. 

Nine vehicles were found to have no valid 
MOT and seven vehicles were not taxed. 

Roads policing inspector Pete Thomas said: 
“We hope this campaign has encouraged 
some people to never again use their hand 
held phone while driving. 

“We know that the mobile phone is an im¬ 
portant part of many people’s lives and some 
people think a quick call or text while driv¬ 
ing does no harm. 

“They are wrong. It is dangerous. A distrac¬ 
tion of a second or two can be the difference 
between getting home OK or having a seri¬ 
ous, potentially fatal collision. Don’t risk it.” 

Throughout the week updates and messages 
were posted each day on Twitter and Face- 
book, resulting in numerous conversations 
and hundreds of likes and shares. 

During the week the number of comments, 
shares, likes and retweets totalled 10,430. 

Inspector Thomas added: “Our roads polic¬ 
ing officers are out every day targeting mo¬ 
torists who break the law. 

“However, we all need to take responsibil¬ 
ity. People are killed or seriously injured as 
a direct consequence of drivers distracted by 
a mobile device. 

“These tragedies are avoidable. I want to 
thank everyone who has shared and com¬ 
mented on our posts last week - these people 
have played an active role in spreading these 
really important messages.”

Lisa calls time on shop 


APPLE Tree Gift Shop owner Lisa Lyman has de¬ 
cided to close her business, saying local people 
must support local shops or they will lose them. 

The former Axminster Chamber of Commerce 
chairman also says the appearance of the town 
centre must improve to attract shoppers. 

She will trade until Christmas before closing, 
and fears she will not be the only business owner 
having to pull the plug. 

Mrs Lyman’s lease is up for renewal, and she 
made the decision not to renew. The closure will 
also affect 60 artisans whose work is sold in the 
shop (previously known as Apple Tree Galleries). 

Having recorded increased takings year-on-year 
for four years, there was a dramatic change this 
summer signalled by Brexit. 

She said: “You could tell the day after Brexit, 
that was it. I took £20 that day, with at least a cou¬ 
ple of hundred pounds having been the norm.” 

The negative spiral has continued and Mrs 
Lyman said: “In October takings dropped more 
than 50 per cent compared to the previous Octo¬ 
ber.” 

“Everybody who comes in are still saying the 
shop is beautiful and amazing, so it is not some¬ 
thing I have done wrong - but they aren’t buying 
anymore. 

“People in Axminster need to know that if they 
don’t spend their money in the local shops, they 
won’t have any local shops.” 

Apart from people holding onto their money 
after Brexit, she believes there are additional rea¬ 
sons for slow trade. Homes-in-Style moving from 
premises on the comer opposite George Hotel has¬ 
n’t helped footfall and, because of the lease, it 
would have been too much of a gamble to wait 
and see if Costa moving in would have a positive 
effect. 

She also said: “The town has to improve how it 
looks to attract shoppers. Just look outside, there 
is mold growing on walls and adverts for alcohol. 

“I don’t see how that is appropriate for Axmin¬ 
ster, but maybe I’m wrong.” 

Mrs Lyman introduced a number of new initia¬ 
tives when she took over as chamber of commerce 
chairman in 2013. But her new concepts failed to 
lift because members, including herself, did not 
have the time required. 

She is calling for the town council to appoint a 
town manager with a brief to promote Axminster, 
something she lobbied for when chamber chair¬ 
man. 

Axminster mayor Paul Hayward was present 
when Mrs Lyman talked to Pulman’s Weekly News 
and said: “I would echo Lisa’s comments that a 
local community needs to support its local shops.

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FIVE Axminster-based firefight¬ 
ers have been commended for 
their actions at the scene of a 
head-on collision this year. 

The Axminster crew was the 
first blue light service to respond 
and was faced with six casualties 
with severe injuries. 

Because of their work, crew 
members have been awarded 
the Chief Fire Officer’s (CFO) 
Commendation. 

Watch Commander 34 Axmin¬ 
ster Ian Turner said: “TTiis is a 
huge honour. 

“I am extremely proud of our 
personnel and their actions dur¬ 
ing this incident." 

The crash happened on the 
Devon/Dorset border in January 
and the commendation said: 
"TTie Axminster crew was faced 
with an extremely stressful and 
traumatic situation where their 
professionalism was tested to its 
limits. 

"The incident involved two ve¬ 
hicles that had been involved in a 
head-on collision. 

"One vehicle contained a family 
of four where all members were 
trapped within the vehicle, and 
one occupant was deteriorating 
rapidly. 

"The other vehicle consisted of 
two occupants that had either 
managed to climb out of the ve¬ 
hicle or had been ejected from 
the vehicle. 

"Both were lying on the road 
side with severe injuries. 

"Darren Gould had to make the 
immediate and quick decision to 
deploy all his personnel to the 
scene in order to carry out an im¬ 
mediate triage in order to priori¬ 
tise his actions. 

"It was as a result of the accu¬

rate and swift response from the 
crews that Darren Gould could 
make a swift assistance mes¬ 
sage which allowed the large 
amount of resources required to 
be mobilised. This communica¬ 
tion is a testament to the team 
work and trust that the crew had 
in one another and without a 
doubt had an impact upon the 
rest of the incident. 

"TTie nature of the entrap- 
ments resulted in the crews hav¬ 
ing to employ an emergency plan 
for their extrication. 

"TTiis resulted in the application 
of newly taught techniques and 
principles. 

"The crews carried out their 
tasks in extreme pressure work¬ 
ing to a tight time frame at an in¬ 
credibly high tempo in a profes¬ 
sional and correct manner. 

"By now, paramedics had 
started to arrive and such was 
the need for immediate treat¬ 


ment the crews had to work 
alongside the paramedics in a 
tight and constricted space. 

"Both services, despite having 
different objectives in order to 
achieve the overall aim, achieved 
this without delay, distraction or 
frustration. 

"I believe that through the 
adoption of these techniques 
they saved around 15 minutes in 
extricating the casualties. 

"After the extrication of the 
first casualty, the crews contin¬ 
ued to work at an extremely high 
pace sparing no seconds by 
space creating around the re¬ 
maining casualties." 

On presenting the commenda¬ 
tion, CFO Lee Howell said: "I am 
proud to acknowledge Devon 
and Somerset crews working in 
this manner, along with the 
other blue light services and 
Dorset and Wiltshire Fire and 
Rescue Service."

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Grant greenlights next stage of 
work at Thomas Whitty House 


AXMINSTER Heritage can begin the next stage of 
the Thomas Whitty House restoration thanks to a 
‘generous’ grant. 

Trustees would not disclose the amount received 
from Making it Local for LEADER (MIL), but 
Axminster Heritage chairman John Church said: “We 
are most grateful that we have received a generous 
grant from MIL which will enable us to continue with 
the development of Thomas Whitty House by reno¬ 
vating the 18th Century dye house and providing a 
toilet block.” 

The Dye House is the only part of the original fac¬ 
tory that survived the 1828 fire which destroyed most 
of the premises. 

Thomas Whitty set up his clothmaking business in 
1737 in what is now Silver Street. He started to weave 
carpets in 1755 on the same site. 

After his death in 1792, his son and grandson con¬ 
tinued the business which later became known as 
Axminster Carpets. 

Mr Church said: “The Dye House has been derelict 
for many years. 

“Now 300 years from the date of Thomas Whitty’s 
birth (1716) it seems very appropriate that, thanks to 
this MIL grant, we can start its restoration.” 

This first part of the final phase of the Axminster 
Heritage Centre project will now start this winter - 


ahead of schedule. The work will also see the old toi¬ 
let block demolished and new toilets/kitchenette con¬ 
structed, the rear windows of the Drill Hall will be 
restored and the large double doors to the garden re¬ 
placed and repositioned. 

The Heritage Centre Exhibition Hall will reopen 
in the spring incorporating the new extended space 
for the collection, as well as the Dye House and gar¬ 
den.

The Full Monty 
Axminster Musical Theatre

L” MENTION “The Full 
Monty” and you are 
never far from a nudge 
and a wink. And there 
were plenty of those at 
Axminster Guildhall last 
week when Axminster 
Musical Theatre were 
bold enough to stage the 
story of out-of-work 


American steelworkers 
who attempted to regain 
some of their self respect 
by stripping off and 
going all the way - in 
fact the Full Monty! 

The former operatic 
society stuck religiously 
to the script of this 
American adaption lit¬ 


tered with profanities, 
sexual innuendos and 
eye-popping stage an¬ 
tics. In the first ten min¬ 


utes alone, we endured 
liberal use of the f-word, 
a male bare bottom and 
a scene set the gents’ 


lavatory in which one of 
the area’s most talented 
stage performers was re¬ 
quired to demonstrate 
how ladies can make use 
of male urinals discard¬ 
ing her knickers in the 
process! 

The first show I re¬ 
viewed at the Guildhall 


was “No No Nanette” in 
1965 - this was going to 
be a very different expe¬ 
rience. 

This was the first “Full 
Monty” that experienced 
musical director Nick 
Fawrence had produced 
and one imagines that he 
insisted if you are going 
to perform a musical of 
this reputation, then the 
raw nature of the story¬ 
line had to be strictly ad¬ 
hered to. 

The expectation of 
men getting their kit off 
certainly did nothing to 
harm box office takings 
with audience numbers 
being somewhere near a 
record. 

On the first night when 
I attended there were few 
raised eyebrows during 
the interval, several 
nudge, nudge, wink 
winks, but if the reaction 
of the audience encour¬ 
agement was anything to 
go by, the majority had a 
thoroughly entertaining 
evening. 

I certainly take my hat 
off to the six male cast 
members who were pre¬ 
pared to risk their repu¬ 
tation to overcome 
self-consciousness of 
shedding all to prove to 


their wives and family 
members that they could 
go one better than the 
Chippendale night club 
strippers. 

The idea came from 
down-on-his luck Jerry 
Fukowski, trying hard 
to retain custody of his 
son. With his pal, the un¬ 
employed Dave Bukatin- 
sky, they decided to 
show off their real-man 
bodies to make a quick 
buck and show the 
women of Buffalo, New 
York, who were going 
crazy over the pending 
arrival of the nightclub 
strippers, that they could 
do better. 

They recruit an electic 
bunch to join their risque 
intention and the action 
follows the friendship 
that emerges as they 
overcome their anxieties, 
drawing strength from 
each other, which even¬ 
tually allows them to put 
to one side their inner 
demons in order to per¬ 
form “The Full Monty”. 

This was not one of 
those musicals that leave 
you humming the block¬ 
buster numbers as you 
leave the theatre. Whilst 
the music is very pleas¬ 
ant, it is not memorable. 


Highlight for me was 
the Showbiz number 
from the experienced Al¬ 
ison Haines who was ex¬ 
cellent in the role of the 
old professional piano 
player. 

Neither is there a great 
deal of chorus work 
which has been one of 
the strengths of the 
Axminster society over 
the years. 

Ally Hughes, with an 
impressive six-pack and 
a confident stage pres¬ 
ence, put his acting skills 
to good use in the lead 
role of Jerry Fukowski, 
hovering between retain¬ 
ing his macho image but 
determined to make his 
young son proud of him. 

He gelled well with Ian 
Crew who called on all 
his stage experience in a 
touching portrayal of the 
most human of charac¬ 
ters, Dave Bukatinski 
whose body image did 
not lend itself to total ex¬ 
posure. 

With Jerry, he featured 
in an hilarious scene 
when they rescued the 
distressed Malcolm 
MacGrgegor, sympa-

The Following comments came from the Raymond James

■ HONITON ART SOCIETY: Somerset based artist, Colin 
Brown, made a welcome return to Honiton Art Society 
for their November meeting, painting a street scene in 
acrylics for his demonstration. 

Having made a tonal sketch of the scene on a tinted 
gesso canvas sheet, Colin worked from a reference pic¬ 
ture on his computer, the colours being better than those 
from a photograph. 

Working with the canvas turned upside down, Colin 
believes a looser approach is achieved this way. He 
blocked in the basic shapes with loose brush strokes 
using a wide Da Vinci impasto brush, a cross between a 
brush and a palette knife. 

Not using a palette, he applied several colours to his 
brush straight from the tubes, using wet and dry brush 
techniques; a little fabric conditioner was used to help 
the flow of paint when necessary. 

Dark areas were painted first, using grey or bronze to 
knock back the bright colours; lighter shades were then 
introduced, the central area being the lightest. 

Having blocked in the whole scene, Colin turned the 
canvas the right way up for more detailed work. Using a 
smaller brush and a ruler he painted broken black lines 
around some of the buildings, leaving the eye to to finish 
the shapes, darkly outlined trees in the foreground were 
an important part of the painting. 

Finally more highlights were painted, adding a little 
lemon yellow to the mix and applying thickly with the 
edge of the impasto bmsh. 



Colin emphasised the importance of not over working 
a painting; unless the addition of more paint added im¬ 
pact it was best to leave well alone, but his demonstration 
piece would still need more work when it was dry he 
added. 

Chairman Barrie Raby thanked Colin for an impressive 
demonstration with a stunning result.

ROMAN SEATON 


A DETAIL OF THE EXCAVATION OF THE ROMAN BATH HOUSE: The semi¬

The Romans built a substantial fort on the high ground 
of Bunts Knoll, and obvious spot commanding the 
harbor and valley. This was constructed of squared 
stone but unfortunately it was all removed in later 
times and used in buildings in Seaton. The old infants 
school and the cottages adjoining in Queen Street 
are some examples of where the stone was used. 
Today modern housing covers the site and no trace of 
the fort remains. Evidence of Roman Villas have been 
discovered on Honeyditohes, and others at nearby 
Holcombe, close to Uplyme, and another at Membury. 
A fairly recent archaeological excavation has 
confirmed that they were wooden barrack blocks near 
the bath-house, and these have become industrial 
buildings for manufacturing pottery 
later, after the Second Legion 
had moved on to Caerleon in South 
Wales. 

It was the Romans who started mining 
the stone at Beer Quarries and which 
they exported by sea from Axmouth 
Harbour. Axmouth was a Roman signal 


called “Uxelis” and evidence of this has been found 
on the top of the cliffs above Axmouth. At Colyford 
William Stukeley, who visited the area in the 1700’s 
spoke of stone vaults existing there. No doubt these 
were associated with the rest station which would have 
been on the main road through the village. 

The Roman town of Moridunum has been supposed 
to be at Seaton. It may have been located on 
Honey ditches, or it may have been out to sea. The sea 
is very shallow off Seaton and the ten fathom line is a 
mile offshore, the only place on our coastline where it 
is out so far out. The coastline is receding about three 
feet each year and the Roman town could have been 
inundated by the sea. Certainly the workers in the 
stone quarries, together with all there ancillary trades, 
stables, blacksmiths, harness makers, wheelrights, etc, 
must have lived somewhere nearby, and it was 
deffinatley not in Beer, which was always just a small 
fishing village close to the sea. When the Romans 
withdrew about AD 410 the kingdom of Dumnonia 
still continued to exist and it was the last of the old 
British kindoms to survive.

SNOWMAN 
CELEBRATION CAKE 


This adorable snowman celebration 
cake is almost too cute to eat! It’s 
also completely delicious!

Prep Time: 40min 
Cook Time: 25min 

For the cake: 

• 250g butter (unsalted) softened 

• 250g White caster sugar 

• 5 Eggs (large) 

• 1 tsp vanilla extract 

• 15 ml Milk 

• 250g Self-raising white flour 

• ltsp Baking powder 

For the icing: 

• lOOg butter softened 

• 400g icing sugar 

• 1 tsp vanilla extract 

• lOOg dessicated coconut 

• 50g white sugar paste icing 

• Red food colouring 

• Jelly sweets 

Method: 

1. Preheat the oven to 170°C (fan 
150°C, gas mark 5). Grease and 
line 2x7 inch round sponge tins. 

2. Add the caster sugar to the soft¬ 
ened butter and using a wooden 
spoon, or an electric hand held 
whisk, beat the butter and sugar 
until it is really smooth and 
creamy. 

3. Beat the eggs together lightly 
with a fork, then add a drop at a 
time to the butter and sugar mix¬ 
ture, beating really well until 


smooth. 

4. Using a large metal spoon fold 
in the vanilla extract, milk, baking 
powder and flour, lifting the mix¬ 
ture in a figure of eight to scoop 
up the flour and fold it in. 

5. Divide the mixture evenly be¬ 
tween the two cake tins. Bake for 
about 20-25 minutes until the 
mixture is golden and just firm in 
the centre. Allow to cool for five 
minutes then remove from the tin 
and allow to cool completely. 

6. To make the icing beat the but¬ 
ter and sugar together until 
smooth, adding a little hot water 
if liked to help soften it and make 
a soft smooth consistency. 

7. To assemble using a tea plate or 
saucer as a guide, cut one of the 
sponge cakes into a smaller circle 
for the head. Place this against the 
snowman body to form the shape 
of a snowman. 

8. Coat the whole cake with butter 
cream. Sprinkle with coconut. 

9. Mix a little red colouring into 
the sugar paste. Roll out most of 
it to make the scarf and then make 
a mouth with the rest. Use jelly 
sweets to make the eyes, nose and 
buttons.

SALES statistics for electric bikes in the Nether¬ 
lands show that the value of electric bikes sold in 
2015 was greater than the total sales value for stan¬ 
dard bikes.

Method: 

1. Make the icing by mixing the icing sugar with 
2tbsp water in a bowl - if the mixture looks too 



thick, add more water. If it is too thin, add more 
icing sugar. 

2. Lay 6 Rich Tea biscuits on baking paper. Spoon 
the icing onto each biscuit, letting it ooze over the 
edges of the biscuit. 

3. Using an edible black pen, draw faces onto the 
marshmallows. Use orange writing icing to create 
the carrot nose. 

4. Place the marshmallows on top of each biscuit. 

5. Draw stick arms onto the icing with the edible 
pen. Use yellow writing icing to create the buttons. 

6. Leave to set or serve straight away for a melting 
effect.

• 2 tsp ground ginger 

• 1 tsp cinnamon 

• V 2 tsp mixed spice 

• 14 tsp salt 

• 1 tsp bicarbonate of soda 

• V 2 tsp baking powder 

• 175g butter 

• 150g light brown sugar 

• 4tbsp golden syrup 

For the decoration: 

• Curly Wurly chocolate bars 

• Glace cherries 

• M&M’s 

• Black writing icing pens 

Method: 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C 
fan). Measure the flour, spices, salt, 
bicarbonate of soda and baking 


powder into a bowl. 

2. Melt the butter, sugar and syrup in 
a pan. Pour into the dry ingredients 
and mix. Lightly knead together to 
make a dough. 

3. Form the dough into 10 balls. Pinch 
out one end of the balls to form a 
point, then flatten with your hand.

CHRISTMAS TREE TIPS

IF you’ve dusted off your tree stand, got your 
baubles out and are surrounded by sparkling tinsel, 
it must be almost time to put the Christmas tree up. 

Garden centres generally start stocking trees to¬ 
wards the end of November, while The British 
Christmas Tree Growers Association (BCTGA) 
recommends getting them from December 1 on¬ 
wards. 

It seems the middle of the festive season, the 
third Sunday after Advent (December 11) is a good 
compromise. The fresher the tree, the more likely 
it is to last through the festive season without drop¬ 
ping its needles or looking a little tired. 

While the most common type of tree is still the 
Nordmann fir - which accounts for 80% of trees 
sold - there are some that might better suit your 
available space and budget. 

The four main types of tree on offer this year are 
Nordman fir, Fraser fir, Noble fir and Norway 
spruce, each of which has its own characteristics. 

Nordmann fir (Abies nordmanniana): The 
most popular tree, it won’t drop its needles for the 
duration of the festive season and people love it 
because of its dense branches, uniform shape and 
good variety of sizes. Expect to pay from about 
£20 upwards, depending on size. 

Fraser fir (Abies fraseri): This is ideal for those 
with limited space, who want a real Christmas tree. 


It's a slim tree, so you're less likely to brush past it 
and knock off decorations in a smaller room, but 
it also has a great shape and fresh citrus scent, and 
its dark olive-green needles don't drop. It's likely 
to be more expensive than the Nordmann, and 
there won't be as many available as it's a more dif¬ 
ficult tree to grow commercially. 

Noble fir (Abies procera): Consumers buy this 
tree primarily for its blue-hued needle colour and 
rich fragrance. It's non-drop, but is unlikely to be 
as uniformly shaped as the Nordmann. This tree is 
ideal for individuals who don't conform to conven¬ 
tional shapes and sizes of tree. 

Norway spruce (Picea abies): This is the tradi¬ 
tionalist's tree. It may shed its needles, but what it 
loses in longevity it gains in scent. It's a good tree 
if you're putting it up last minute, or at least closer 
to Christmas, because it won't last as long as the 
more expensive non-drop trees. 

Alternatives: There are twiggy alternatives - if 
you haven't space, decorate containerised olive or 
pyramid-trained bay trees or standard holly bushes 
and put them outside your front door or on a bal¬ 
cony, anywhere outside where you get a good view 
of them. 

Ideally, buy from a local grower. Visit the British 
Christmas Tree Growers Association website 
(www.bctga.co.uk) to check out members locally.

From Darkness to Light 

Seaton Choral Society’s Christmas concert 


JUST as painting uses light and shade to bring 
life to a subject, so does music - and perhaps no 
subject compares with the Nativity for inviting 
artists and musicians to exploit the miraculous 
dark to light transition from B.C. to A.D. - hence 
the title ‘From Darkness to Light’. 

Some of Schubert’s most engaging music will 
open Seaton Choral Society’s Christmas Concert 
on Sunday, December 11th. This early work, his 
Mass in G, was written in less than a week when 
the composer was nineteen; his youthful high 
spirits and genius for melodic and harmonic in¬ 
vention allow him to slip easily from shade to 
sunlight; in some sections, such as the Gloria, he 
employs strong contrasts to great effect. 

A movement from C.P.E.Bach’s Flute Concerto 
in G, played by young all-round musician Sophie 
Brewer, will follow the Schubert, leading us to 
the group of Negro Sprituals from ‘A Child of our 
Time’ by Michael Tippett. The inspiration for 
Tippett’s oratorio was truly dark - the assassina¬ 
tion in 1938 of a German diplomat by a young 
Jewish refugee, and the Nazi government's reac¬ 
tion in the form of a violent pogrom against its 
Jewish population—called Kristallnacht. The 
spirituals, placed at intervals throughout the ora¬ 
torio, are used in a similar way to the chorales in 
the great Bach oratorios. They represent the ex¬ 
periences of oppressed people generally, and 
carry a message of understanding and reconcili¬ 
ation. 

In Vaughan Williams’s Fantasia on Christmas 
Carols, the beautiful plainsong tune “The Truth 
sent from Above” sung by a solo baritone voice, 
opens out into a joyous movement for chorus and 
orchestra in which are woven some of our best¬ 
loved Christmas carols. The changes of rhythm 
from one carol to another create an irresistible 
momentum, ending in a high-spirited competition 


between a faster tune and a slower one. The con¬ 
cert will end with more carols. 

A line-up of fine voices will undertake the solo 
contributions : Chloe Stratta, soprano, who is 
making waves in opera, oratorio and recitals both 
in London and abroad; Rosamond Thomas, a 
beautifully warm-voiced alto, currently studying 
at the Royal Academy of Music; tenor Tony 
Yates, who has sung with the BBC Northern 
Singers, Canterbury Cathedral Choir, and as a 
counter-tenor in Chichester Cathedral; and Simon 
Gallear, who sings with many London-based 
groups including The Gabrielli Consort, Tene- 
brae, Ensemble Plus Ultra, and Ex Cathedra. Solo 
engagements have included Bach’s St. Matthew 
Passion, St. John Passion and B Minor Mass, 
Faure’s Requiem, Rossini’s Petite Messe 
Solonelle, and Finzi’s In Terra Pax. As a recital¬ 
ist, he has recently performed Let Us Garlands 
Bring by Finzi, and Schubert’s Die Schone Miil- 
lerin.

Dominic Ashworth 
is a member of Digby Fairweather's Half Dozen and Julian Marc Stringle's Dream 
Band. Craig Milverton has a remarkable ability to mimic the styles of all the great 
jazz pianists. On this occasion he will ‘be’ Teddy Wilson, and he will supported 
by the rest of his trio, featuring A1 Swainger on bass and Nick Milward on drums. 

The concert promises to be a wonderful ‘curtain raiser’ to the festive season - to 
make a real evening of it, the Arts Centre offers a popular pre-show supper for an 
additional £13 (these are limited and must be booked in advance).

R IGHT from the 
start, I must ex¬ 
plain that I have 
a bit of an addiction to 
theatre. 

It’s an expensive af¬ 
fliction that I have 
nurtured over the last 
30 years, which has re¬ 
cently become a big 


part of my working 
life, as well as just my 
hobby. 

I’ve been involved in 
amateur theatre in the 
south west for many 
years (you might have 
seen me attempting 
some epic portrayals 
with very suspect 


wigs, dodgy dancing 
and downright wooden 
acting) and was very 
fortunate two years 
ago to stumble on a ca¬ 
reer as a theatre critic. 

I currently share my 
time between our 
Lyme Regis and Lon¬ 
don offices and there¬ 


fore, I’m able to enjoy 
the best of both worlds. 
While by the sea I 
cover the local theatre 
scene and I’m just 
about to dust off my 
character shoes for a 
role in a local pan¬ 
tomime (involving 
plenty of thigh slap¬ 
ping and innuendo, 
with a bit of luck). 

When the sedate life 
in the provinces be¬ 
comes just a bit too 
slow however, I head 
off to the big city to im¬ 
merse myself in the 
bright lights and ex¬ 
citement of theatre 
land, where I have the 
truly terrible task of 
watching all of the big 
West End shows, and 
interviewing the stars 
(it’s such a trial, but 
someone has to do it!). 
It can be extremely 
glamorous, but also in¬ 
volves ridiculously 
long hours and re¬ 
quires you to gain an 
innate knowledge of 
how to charm your 
way into virtually any¬ 
thing. 

I also do snippets of 
work for an interna¬ 
tional theatrical web¬ 
site called Broadway 
World and have a 
weekly spot on BBC 
Radio Kent. 

It was for the broad¬ 
caster that I visited the 
new production of 
King Lear at the Old 
Vic last week, which 
boasts an all-star cast 
including former MP 
Glenda Jackson. 

I’m well known as 
having a dreadfully 
short attention span, so 
I’ll admit that the 
prospect of three and 


half hours of Shake¬ 
speare did fill me with 
dread. I also have a 
worrying habit of tak¬ 
ing impromptu naps, if 
productions fail to en¬ 
gage me, so I made 
sure my theatre buddy 


for the evening was 
primed to give me a 
nudge, should I embar¬ 
rass myself by snor¬ 
ing, drooling or sleep 
shouting. 

Luckily, the play is 
stunning and I was ab¬ 


sorbed throughout. 

The same could not 
be said however for 
An Inspector Calls at 
the Playhouse The¬ 
atre. The one act two- 
hour long production 
of JB Priestley’s clas¬ 


sic work was so unin¬ 
spiring that I woke up 
at the curtain call, 
having slept for good 
portion of the conclu¬ 
sion (whoops). It 
makes writing the re¬ 
view a bit tricky! 


V[> It wasn't all about the highbrow plays 
this week and once again I was struck 
with how I'm quite often more enamored by 
local amateur shows, than by the big West End 
presentations when I had a fabulous evening 
watching a dance show at Thomas Hardye 
School in Dorchester. There was an absolute 
feast of talent on display and I was hugely im¬ 
pressed by the professionalism of the young 
performers (you can read my review at 
viewnews.co.uk). 

I also popped down to Exmouth and was 
bowled over by the Musical Theatre Company's 
production of Evita. I had two of my best 
friends in the cast and as I was sitting in the 
front row, they had threatened to throw some¬ 
thing at me if they saw me having a kip. They 
needn't have worrie, however, as the show 
zipped along and was really well done. 

There was also another big local show last 
week, when Axminster Musical Theatre pre¬ 
sented The Full Monty. Due to my schedule I 
had to leave the review to the boss and I have 
to say, I'm not altogether disappointed I could¬ 
n't make it. Having performed with many of 
the cast, I feel I know them as intimately as I 
require and I found the idea of seeing some of 


them with their appendages jangling about 
for everyone to see, a bit disconcerting. I hear 
however, that it was a 'rousing' success. 

Next week, I'm off to see Sideshow at South¬ 
wark Playhouse for the fourth time (it's a bit of 
a favourite), my first Christmas Show, a circus 
as part of the Southbank Winter festival and 
Buried Child which stars the acclaimed actor Ed 
Harris. I'm also attending the starry launch of 
the What's on Stage Awards and an ice skating 
event at Somerset House, at six o'clock in the 
morning (I expect there might some daytime 
sleeping needed again afterwards). 

Locally I'll be heading to see Colyton Theatre 
Group's Cinderella with one of my London The¬ 
atre Critic friends, West End Wilma before per¬ 
forming and taking part in the epic Great Lyme 
Regis Christmas Pudding Race, which is always 
a real treat. I'm also returning to my previous 
job as a fitness instructor to lead the warm up 
and after seriously losing my fitness. I'm hop¬ 
ing they are going to have an iron lung on 
standby!

5 TIPS FOR USING AN ARCHITECT 


By Julia Gray, Press Association 


1. While architects can be expensive, they don't have to be and their knowledge and experience 
can be worth its weight in gold. As well as offering design expertise, architects can add value in lots 
of ways. They have technical knowledge, can help you negotiate the building regulations, party wall 
and planning process and can manage the project from start to finish, if you want them to, including 
finding and managing tradespeople and consultants. As they use these people regularly for projects, 
they may be able to get better prices than you can. They can help financially in other ways, too, 
such as devising the best design for your budget, improving energy efficiency and increasing your 
home's saleability and value. 

2. A good first step is to go to the 'find an architect' section of the Royal Institute of British Archi¬ 
tects' (RIBA) website - www.architecture.com. When you've found some suitable candidates, find 
out if they're interested in your project and what sort of ideas and relevant experience they have. If 
you can see similar projects they've done, this will give you a good idea of what to expect. It's also 
important to have a good relationship with your architect, as how you get on and work together can 
play a big part in the success, or not, of the project. 

3. Once you've chosen an architect, drawing up a contract and giving them a clear brief is vital. 
Also establish how you'll be paying them. Some architects take a percentage of the total cost of the 
project, some charge per hour for the time they spend on it, and others charge a flat fee. 

4. Your chosen architect should send you draft plans so you can see if they've understood what 
you want or not. If you'd like changes to the plans, make sure you see the revised versions before 
they're sent to the local council for planning permission - in my experience, miscommunication be¬ 
tween you and your architect is all too easy. Your architect will also need to draw up plans for your 
builder and building control inspector - don't get builders round for quotes until you have these 
plans because they won't be able to work out the cost of the project. 

5. If the prospect of finding and employing an architect seems too daunting, some building com¬ 
panies will do it for you. Loft-conversion specialists, for example, usually offer a complete renova¬ 
tion package, including the services of an architect, which makes life easier for you. 

PRODUCTS OF THE WEEK 

A popular way to seal new plaster is with watered-down emulsion, but it's extremely messy and 
not to be recommended. A paint designed for new plaster is a much better option, and they don't 
come any better than Wickes Trade Emulsion Paint for New Plaster in white (from £18.99 for 51tr, 
or three for £15.20 each, Wickes). This paint allows plaster to breathe while drying and can be used 
as a topcoat as well as an undercoat, saving you time and money. It covers really well and seals new 
plaster without the mess of watery paint. If you have lots of new plaster to cover, the 151tr tub, 
which costs £32.99, or £26.39 each if you buy three, is great value. 

For an ultra-tough topcoat, try Dulux Trade Diamond Eggshell in Pure Brilliant White (from £35.98 
for 2.5ltr, Wickes). This water-based paint can be used on woodwork (it gives a lovely matt finish) 
and masonry as well as plaster, but the main benefit is its durability - it's 10 times tougher than 
Dulux Trade Vinyl Silk. If you're repainting rooms ready for festive entertaining, this wipeable and 
stain-resistant paint is perfect because it can take anything badly behaved guests can throw at it. 

HOW-TO TIP 


New plaster can take a long time to dry at this time of year, but trying to speed up the process with 
heaters or dehumidifiers, for example, can cause the plaster to crack, so if you're not in a hurry, 
leave it to dry naturally.

VOLKSWAGEN Van Centres across 
the UK have started taking orders 
for the new Amarok model, with first 
customer deliveries expected in 
January 2017. 

Replacing the previous model’s 
2.0-litre TDI engine, the new 
Amarok has at its heart a 3.0-litre 
V6 TDI engine, making it the only 
six-cylinder model in the segment. 
The top-of-the-range version of 
this 3.0-litre V6 delivers 224 PS and 
550 Nm of torque channelled 
through its standard eight-speed 
automatic gearbox, giving a top 
speed of 119 mph and a 0 to 62 mph 
time of 8.0 seconds. An overboost 
function on the 224 PS takes 
the power up to 240 PS. Further 
iterations of this V6 TDI engine 
include a 204 PS version which is 
available to order at launch with an 
automatic gearbox, plus a manual 
204 PS and a 163 PS manual to 
follow later in 2017. 

Combining car-like comfort and 
technology with full off-road capa¬ 
bility, UK customers can choose 


from selectable (with manual gear¬ 
box) and permanent (with auto) 
4MOTION four-wheel drive. An op¬ 
tional mechanical rear-axle differen¬ 
tial lock is also available for 
demanding off-road use. 

From the outside the new Amarok 
distinguishes itself from the previ¬ 
ous model through new front 
bumper and radiator grille design in¬ 
cluding front fog lights, new alloy 
wheels and a third brake light with 
LED technology. 

Inside the cab the changes are 
more prominent with an all-new 
dash panel design which incorpo¬ 
rates Volkswagen’s MIB infotain¬ 
ment system with touchscreen, 
radio and new technology including 
the option of navigation, Guide & In¬ 
form, Car-Net and App-Connect 
systems. Bluetooth and DAB digital 
radio are also now standard features. 

A comprehensive list of safety 
equipment comes as standard on 
every new Amarok, including four 
airbags, Electronic Stabilisation Pro¬ 
gramme and Volkswagen’s award¬ 


winning Automatic Post-Collision 
Braking System. Additional high¬ 
lights including Park Pilot and a rear¬ 
view camera also enhance comfort, 
convenience and safety. 

UK specifications follow the 
previous model’s pattern and are 
familiar to buyers of Volkswagen’s 
other commercial vehicles. As such 
they range from Startline (later in 
2017), through Trendline to Highline. 
Special editions will also be offered 
during the model’s life, for example 
the range-topping Aventura, 240 
examples of which are available 
from launch. 

TTie Aventura adds, on top of the 
Highline’s already generous 
equipment list which includes items 
such as bi-xenon headlights with 

integrated LED daytime running 
lights, a host of special features 

including 19-inch alloy wheels 
with 255/55 wide tyres and arch 
extensions. The bed of the 
Aventura’s cargo box also has a matt 
black Durabed coating. The interior is 
no less exclusive with ‘Discover 


Media’ navigation system and 
mobile online services. TTie 
Aventura also comes with ParkPilot 
automatic parking system, featuring 
front and rear parking sensors and 
a reversing camera. This model 
is available in exclusive Ravenna 
Blue metallic paint finish. 


At launch, prices for the new model 
start at £32,493 (RRP OTR) for the 
Trendline with 204 PS. TTie limited 
edition Aventura launch model costs 
£39,381 (RRP OTR).
